Sound words in Faith and Charity; in oppo- 
ſition to all growing Hereſies and Arts of 
men of corrupt minds and evil manners, and 
kept the Depoſitum as a faithful Steward, and 
wiſe Maſter-Builder , without wavering or 
ſoifting, a Workman he was that needed not 
be aſhamed,rightly dividing the Word of Truth.
